FBI Probing Seafarers 

The Federal Bureau of Investigation is investigating the 
campaign fund activities of the Seafarer’S International 
Union. This year the 80,000-member SIU put together a $1 
million political war chest. The inquiry began after stories 
were published in August about the union giving $50,000 
to .Johnson-Humphrey committees and another $50,000 to 
the Humphrey preconvention effort. Justice Department 
officials, who initiated the inquiry, want to make sure the 
funds were voluntarily contributed by union members. 
Unions are barred by Federal law from using funds from 
their treasuries for political activities.
